“Manufacturers  are  making  cars  faster  every  year,  but 
man's  reactions  are  not  speeding  up.” 


■'Maiiy  of  today's  drivers  neg¬ 
lect  to  look  far  enough  ahead  on 
the  highway."  reports  Officer  Vern 
Lillibndge  of  (he  Waverly  Police 
Department 

Because  they  are  traveling  at 
higher  speeds,  the  driver  should 
be  alert  for  trouble  in  the  distance 
and  begin  slowing  down  rather 
than  waiting  until  Ijj!  is  upon  it 
and  then  slumming  on  the  brakes. 

Although  there  ha.s  not  been  a 
serious  accident  ih  Waverly  since 
1948,  faUilities  occur  often  on 
nearby  highways.  Exee.ssivc  speed 
and  carelessness  are  main  causes 
of  these  accidents. 

Winter  Roads  Treacherous 

Winter  road  conditions  can  be 
treacherous. 

Although  roads  may  seem 
clear,"  warned  Officer  Lillibridge, 
"watch  out  for  slippery  spots  in 
areas  where  trees  or  buildings 
shelter  the  highway."

■  The  lo.'s  you  use  brakes  on  ice 
the  better  off  you  are,”  Lillibridge 
cautioned  “Keep  a  look  out  far 
ahead  and  then  if  necessary  you 
can  apply  the  brakes  slowly,  using 
a  pumping  action."

Must  Report  Accidents 

If  you  do  have  an  accident,  any 
damage  over  S50  must  be  reported 
lu  the  police  and  to  the  stale  of 
Iowa, 

Teen-agers  are  no  longer  the 
notorious  drivere  of  the  past.  A 
few  show-offs  still  have  their 
h.and.s  on  the  steering  wheel,  but 
not  as  many  arc  picked  up  on 
reckless  driving  and  faUing  to  obey 
stop  signs  as  previously.  Teen¬ 
agers  aniund  Waverly  are  not  in¬ 
volved  in  an  excessive  amount  of 
accidents  when  statistics  are  com¬ 
pared. 

A  telephone  call  to  Ihe  Waverly 
police  station  will  secure  infonnu 
Hon  about  ro.id  conditions  any¬ 
where  in  Iowa.

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Dead  Proof  That  Safety  Can  Save  Lives 


Warlburg's  Week 


A  mother  bent  over  the  crumpled  body  of  her  son  .  . 

a  demolished  car  with  bloodstains  (lotting  the  upholstery  .  .  . 
a  drunken  man  stumbling  from  his  car  which  has  just  snuffed 
out  two  lives. 

All  this  is  living  proof  of  what  an  automobile  with  one 
loose  nut  behind  the  wheel  can  do.  It’s  proof  that  can  be 
measured  in  lives  and  quarts  of  blood. 

Last  year  the  proof  rocketed  into  thousands — 37.600  to 
be  exact.  In  all,  it  has  taken  over  a  million  lives  to  show  the 
'urgent  need  for  highway  .safety,  and  as  Uie  count  soars  into 
the  second  million,  we  are  still  wondering  why. 

Traffic  accidents  can  be  attributed  to  three  different 
factors.  First,  there  is  the  time  element.  Time  is  the  basic 
factor  in  every  individual's  life.  Without  it.  he  couldn't  live 
and  because  of  it  he  dies. 

The  time  saved  by  gradually  inching  the  gae  peddle  down 
farther  and  watching  the  needu*  climb  to  the  peak  of  the 
speedometer  is  next  to  negligible.  Traveling  at  the  speed  of 
70  miles  per  hour,  a  driver  can  cover  a  lOO-mile  stretch  of 
pavement  in  a  little  over  an  hour  and  15  minutes. 

The  same. distance  can  be  driven  .at  the  .safe  and  sane 
rate  of  50  niph  in  two  hours,  without  endangering  your  life 
and  the  live.s  of  your  passengers.  A  half  hour  can  make  you 
late  for  a  meal — it  can  also  create  the  need  for  a  quick  funeral. 

Second  point  to  be  considered  is  the  condition  of  the 
driver.  Obviously  the  most  important  item  here  is  the  use 
of  alcohol  when  behind  the  wheel,  'hvo  quick  shots  are 
capalile  of  shooting  you  from  this  place  Into  eternity. 

Alcohol  slows  down  the  reactions  of  the  driver,  creates- 
in  him  a  false  confidence,  impairs  concentrations,  dulls  judg¬ 
ment  and  nmims  the  vision.  .After  one  medium-sized  slug  of 
whiskey,  it  lakes  a  driver  15  per  cent  longer  than  usual  to  hit 
the  brakes  or  swing  the  wheel  in  case  of  emergency. 

The  powers  of  concentration  are,  of  course,  crippled,  for 
the  drinking  drivers  attention  can  be  more  easily  distracted 


through  conversation.  The  sense  of  sight  suffers  greatly  after 
a  drink,  the  vision  deteriorating  32  per  cent. 

Allxlrivers  aren’t  drinkers,  but  nearly  all  drinkers  are 
drivers.  There's  no  way  of  telling  which  is  which  until  a 
child  or  other  person  is  ruthlessly  cut  down. 

External  factors,  including  the  condition  of  the  automo¬ 
bile.  roads  and  pedestrians  contribute  to  the  third  reason  why 
there  are  so-  many  traffic  fatalities,  “ 

The  automotive  industry  can  bo  held  responsible  for 
only  a  small  number  of  traffic  deaths.  Last  year  96.4  per 
cent  of  (he  machines  which  destroyed  people  on  the  road 
were  reported  to  be  in  good  condilion.  Only  one  per  cent  of 
the  vehicles  was  hampered  by  faulty  brakes. 

Narrow  roads  are  the  claimants  of  many  a  traffic  acci¬ 
dent,  Roads  which  are  outmoded,  ynsuited  to  the  cars  of 
today,  must  be  repaired  and  reconstructed  to  meet  the  needs 
of  today’s  drivers. 

t  Pedesti’ians,  it  must  be  pointed  out.  are  often  at  fault 
in  their  batlle  with  the  modern  car.  Of  all  the  pedestrians 
killed,  37.1  per  cent  were  mowed  Hown  as  they  were  crossing 
in  the  middle  of  the  street.  Merely  walking  a  half  block  ’in 
either  direction  would  have  saved  them  a  trip  to  the  cemetery. 

A  great  number  of  people  still  insisr  on  walking  on  the 
same  side  of  the  road  th.nt  the  car  nearest  them  occupies.  To 
tliese  people  it  must  be  said  that  11. G  per  cent  of  the  total 
number  of  pedestrians  killed  met  their  fate  while  walking 
along  the  wrong  side  of  the  4-oad. 

In  three  years  the  Korean  war  claimed  25,604  of  our 
fighting  men.  Daily  news  of  these  deaths  brouglit  nationwide 
concern.  "Why  don’t  we  declare  war  and  wipe  the  Reds 
out?”  was  the  concensus  of  more  than  a  handful  of  Americans. 

In  one  year  the  United  States  has  sacrificed  37.600  citi¬ 
zens.  Why  not  declare  war  on  this  common  enemy  and  wipe 
it  out?
